Three persons were shot to 
death and another was wounded 
Seriously today by Henry G. 
Sieckhaus, a retired detective 
sergeant, in his home at 5066 
Lindenwood avenue. He also 
shot and wounded himself. 


Killed were Sieckhaus's wife, 
Mrs. Amelia Sieckhaus, 70 years 
old; their son, Cp]. Lester F. 
Sieckhaus, 47, a member of the 
Police Department and Lester's 
wife, Mrs. Marie Dreher Sieck- 
haus, 47. 

Mrs. Mary Dreher, 65, mother 
of Mrs. Wester Sieckhaus, was 
shot.in the chest. She was taken 
to City Hospital. 

Henry Sieckhaus also was 
taken to the hospital with a bul- 
Jet wound of the head. Mrs. 
Dreher, who lives at 3541 Bing- 
ham avenue, was visiting her 
son-in-law and daughter when 
the shooting started about 11 
a. m. 

Police Sgt. John Rooney and 
Patrolman Henry Holcomb, 
first officers on the scene, en- 
tered the two-story brick flat 
by a rear door. They found 
Henry Sieckhaus on the floor of 
a hallway, his 38-caliber service 
revolver in a bedroom doorway 
nearby. Five empty cartridges 
were in the chamber. 

Body on Stairway. 

They found Mrs. Amelia 
Sieckhaus’s body on a landing 
of a stairway leading to the 
second floor. ‘She was dead 
from a bullet wound in the 
chest. She was dressed in a 
slip. 

In a. Rallway upstairs, they 
found the body of Mrs, Marie 
Sieckhaus. Also dressed in a 
slip. she had been shot in the 
chest. 

The officers said Mrs. Dreher 
was sitting on the floor in the 
hallway at the kitchen door. 
She had been shot in the chest. 
Sgt. Rooney asked her what 
had happened. She replied: 

“Henry shot them all.” 

In the living room of the 
second-floor flat, Rooney said, 
they found the body of Cpl. 
Sieckhaus, seated in a chair. 
He had been shot behind the 
right ear. 


Believe Son Was Shot First. 


The officers believe Henry 
Sieckhaus first shot his son, 
while the younger man read a 
newspaper. He then shot his 
daughter-in-law as she ran from 
the bedroom after hearing the 
first shot, they said. 

Sieckhaus shot Mrs. Dreher 
as she emerged from the kitch- 
en to see what was the matter 
and shot his wife, police be- 
lieve, when she was hurrying 
upstairs to investigate the shots. 

The three children of Cpl. 
and Mrs. Lester Sieckhaus were 
not at home. They were in 
school—Robert, 17, at St. Mary’s 
High School; John, 16, at St. 
Louis University High School, 
and Mary Ann, 11 at St. Mary 
Meadalen School. 

A neighbor related to the 
Post-Dispatch that Mrs. Henry 
Sieckhaus recently told her the 
former detective had been act- 
ing strangely in the last month 
or so. The wife did not elabo- 
rate, the neighbor said. 

William C.° Berger, operator 
of a nearby confectionery, who 
said he was a boyhood friend of 
the retired sergeant, said Sieck- 
haus came into his establish- 
ment last Tuesday and talked 
about the number of times when 
he was in the department that 
he had shot at people and been 
shot at. He complained of feel- 
ing cold, Berger: said, and as 
he left he said to Berger: ‘This 
weather makes you blue.”

“Mr. Truman's narration does

DOWD ASSAILED 


BY POLICE BOARD 
MEMBERS FOK 
SLAP AT FORCE 


‘Unsupported’ Charge 
That Officers Associ- 
ate With Gangsters 
Called ‘Shocking’ — 
Chief Orders Inquiry. 


Circuit Attorney Edward L 
Dowd was sharply criticized to- 
day by members of the Board 


of Police Commissioners for 


making “unsupported state- 


ments” that some St. Louis po- 
lice officers associate with 
hoodlums and gangsters. 
Herman Willer and Joseph A. 
Glynn Jr., the only police com- 
missioners in the city, issued a 


joint statement ceclaring 
Dowd's accusation “shocking.” 

“Mr. Dowd made a shocking 
statement,’ they said. “It re- 
flects upon the character and 
integrity of the men and women 
of the St. Louis police depart- 
ment who are daily rendering 
outstanding service to this com- 
munity 

‘Duty to Inform Us.’ 

“The Circuit Attorney has a 
duty and an obligation to in- 
form us of any individual police 
officer who is guilty of his 
allegations. He must know that 
unsupported statements of the 
kind reported to have been 
made by him result in tearing 
down public confidence in “one 
of America’s outstanding police 
departments.” 

Dowd made the statement 
about policemen yesterday, in 
opposing a motion to dismiss 
bribery indictments against 
Capt. William Greenspan re- 
furned in the grand jury in- 
vestigation of ‘reported payoffs 
to police by brothel operators. 

Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O'Connell today announced he 
has directed Maj. James Thomp- 
son, acting inspector of police, 
to see Dowd and obtain from 
the circuit attorney all informa- 
tion on which Dowd based his 
accusations. 

Wants Names, Dates. 

“I-am ordering Maj, Thomp- 
son immediately to contact 
Dowd,’ Chief O'Connell said, 
“and obtain all information in 
detail, including names, dates 
and places, about any individual 
police officers who have been 
or are associating with hood- 
lums and gangsters, or any un- 
derworld characters. 

“IT am ordering Thompson to 
make a full and complete in- 
vestigation and to report the in- 
formation he receives to the 
office of the chief.” 

Dowd, after learning of the 
police board statement, said the 
board “has already received 
some information” about police 
officers who associate’ with 
gangsters. 

“When the present motions 
are concluded,” he said, “the 
police board will be supplied 
with a detailed statement con- 
cerning each officer, including 
several who have not been in- 
dicted. , 

“I pointed out in my original 
statement to the Court that this 
consisted of a very small per- 
centage of the police depart- 
ment.” 

Dowd's courtroom accusation 
came as Greenspan's. lawyer, 
Morris Shenker, was question- 
ing Ethel Clift, a brothel opera- 
tor, about circumstances of her 
arrest at Quincy, IIll., last 
August, and her subsequent 
appearance before the circuit 


/court grand jury investigating 


the alleged pay-offs to police- 
men 

Mrs. Clift. who lived at a 
motel by orders of the circuit 
attorney's office following her 
arrest testified she was accom- 
panied to and from the grand 
jury room by police officers 
She testified five times. 

Dowd Objects. 


Dowd rose to his feet and ob- 
jected when Shenker began ask- 
ing where Mrs. Clift had gone 
after her testimony was com- 
pleted. 

“She was and is in fear of 
her life, and for good reason,” 
Dowd said. 

“This is the second time in 
the course of the hearing,” 
Shenker said, “that Dowd has 
indicated witnesses were in fear 
of their lives and indicated that 
police officers were hoodlums 
or associated with hoodlums.” 

“That is exactly what we do 
mean,’ Dowd went on, heatedly. 


“As we have stated many times, 


before, the great majority of 
St. Louis police are honest and 
efficient officers. But our in- 
vestigation has shown that some 


- police officers, a small number, 


associated with hoodlums and 
gangsters.” 

Dowd repeated his statement 
that some of the witnesses were 
in fear of their lives. “We are 
not going to take any chances 
with them,” he said. 

Shenker said his questions 
were intended to show intimida-

was to them unpardonable. But 
what may well have triggered 
my removal was my recommen- 
dation, made in January shortly 
before my relief, that a treason 
trial be initiated to break up a 
spy ring responsible for the 
purloining of my top secret re- 
ports to Washington. My cam- 
paign plans, including those of 
the Eighth Army, were trans- 
mitted daily to Washington. 
General Walker complained 
constantly to me that the enemy 
was receiving prior information 
of his movements. We could 
find no leaks in Korea or Japan. 
Then suddenly one of my dis- 
patches concerning the order of 
battle was published in a Wash- 
ington paper within a few hours 
of its receipt. 1 insisted that 
those responsible be prosecuted 
in order that such subversive 
activity be stopped but the case 
was never processed and I was 
shortly relieved of my com- 
mand.

It was not until the recent 
exposure of the British spies, 
Burgess and Maclean, that the 


true facts began to unfold. 
These men with access to §se- 
cret files were undoubtedly 


links in the chain to our enemy 
in Korea through Peiping by 
way of Moscow. I believe my 
demand that this situation be 
exposed, coming after the Alger 
Hiss and Harry Dexter White 
scandals, caused the deepest re- 
sentment and that it probably 
was branded a political move to 
embarrass the administration. 

I myself have long been con- 
vinced that Red China’s de- 
cision to commit its forces to 
the Korean peninsula was pred- 
icated upon assurances previ- 
ously given through Moscow 
that such intervention would 
not precipitate retaliation 
against its attack bases. I do 
not intend to impugn in any 
way the loyalty or patriotism of 
President Truman and his high 
associates, and above all not 
to reflect upon the ‘integrity 
and unquestioned greatness of 
the Democratic Party which 
was then in power.

National Council’s Reg- 
istration Ordered by 
Subversive Activities 
Control Board. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (AP) 
~The National Council of 
American-Soviet Friendship was 
called a Communist front last 
night by the Subversive Activ- 
ities Control Board. 

The board ordered the coun- 
cil to register as such with the 
Attorney General. Under 
law it has 60 days to file an 
appeal. 

The findings were unanimous 
that the council, which was 
launched in World War II when 
the United States and Russia 
were allies, is “‘substantially di- 


rected, dominated and _  con- 
trolled by the Communist 
party.” 

The council, in a statement 


{issued in New York. said the 
S.A.C.B. reached its decision 
on the testimony of “inform- 
ers... most of whom admitted 
they had never directly par- 


ticipated in the organization or 
had first-hand knowledge of it 

“The board ignored the tes- 
timony of defense witnesses 
who were leaders of” the or- 
ganization. 


The statement said the coun- 
cil was condemned by the 
SACB largely because “‘it is op- 
posed to the witch hunt and is 
vigorously resisting attacks on 
the bill of rights.” 

Appeal to Be Made. 

The decision will be appealed 
to the United States circuit 
court of appeals, the statement 
said, and if necessary to the Su- 
preme Court. 

The council has headquarters 
in New York City and branches 
in other cities. 

The board said: 

“Titular chairman of the 
N.C.A.S.F. is John Adams 
Kingsbury, a former commis- 
sioner of public charities for 
New York City. ... 

“Its principal witness at the 
(SACB) hearing was the Rev. 
William Howard Melish, acting 
minister of the Protestant Epls- 
copal Church of the Holy Trin- 
ity in Brooklyn.” 

The board said it found the 
Rev. Mr. Melish to be ‘‘close to 
the Communist party ... at 
least (with) some predisposition 
toward Communism.” 

It noted that he “testified in 
effect that not one member of

Prominent Persons Listed. 

Persons of prominence listed 
by the SACB as having been 
linked with the council's found- 
ing or its subsequent activity 
included: 

Henry Pratt Fairchild of 
New York, professor emeri- 
tus of New York University, a 
sociologist and author. . He 
was Said to be national secre- 
tary of the council since 1946. 

Corliss Lamont of New 
York City, former lecturer at 
Columbia University, an au- 
thor and_ historian. The 
SACB said he was “the most 


active person actually  in- 
volved” in formation of the 
council. 

Edwin S. Smith, - former 


member of the National Labor 
Relations Board. 

The SACB said two witnesses 
{identified Fairchild as a Com- 
munist party functionary and he 
did not take the stand to contra- 
dict them. It said his party 
membership had been “estab- 
lished.” 

The findings also identified 
Lamont as a party functionary. 
He did not take the stand, eith- 
er. Lamont has denied on oth- 
er occasions that he was a Com- 
munist, calling himself a ‘free 
wheeling American radical.” 

No Melish Comment. 

The Rev. Mr. Melish, reached 
in Brooklyn, said he had no 
comment at this time.

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AFL-CIO REPORT 
ASSAILS WHITE 
CITIZEN COUNGILS 


Asserts They Oppose 
Labor in South as 
Well as Integration 


in Schools.

MIAMI BEACH, Feb. 9—A 
eanfidential report on develop- 
ment of the White Citizens 
Council movement in the South, 
charging that it is a double- 
barreled Ku Klux Klan aimed 
both at integration in the 
schools and at the trade union 
movement, is before the com- 
mittee on ethics of the AFL- 
CIO, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

Based on a field survey in 
15 states, the report, a copy of 
which was obtained by the 
Post-Dispatch, contained an es- 
timate that the councils have 
a total membership of 208,130 
and are continuing to grow. It 
includes a roster of officers of 
the various councils, including 
some state and federal officials 
and lists anti-labor backgrounds 
of some of them, particularly 
in espousal of “right to work’ 
bills. 

‘More Dangerous Than Klan.’ 

“A new and more dangerous 
type of Ku Klux Klan than the 
one which became a _ political 
power in the twenties,” the. re- 
port stated, “is being rapidly 


organized in the South today 
It does not operate’ behind 
hoods but is openly led by 
prominent citizens. 


“Included among its leaders 
and sponsors are corporation 
lawyers, bankers, industrialists, 
large farmers, judges and local 
politicians. There are also 
several Governors, United 
States Senators and members 
of the House of Representatives 
involved in the movement. 

“The movement is ostensibly 
aimed at ‘keeping the Negro in 
his place’ through the use of 
economic boycotts and intimi- 
dation. On the basis of our 


recent investigation we are’ 
convinced that it is also di- 
rected at the trade union 
movement.” 

The Citizens Council move- 
ment, it was stated, originated 
in rural Mississippi in 1954, 


shortly after the Supreme Court 
decision outlawing segregation 
in the schools.

The report said the councils 
have spread to Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and 


Texas. It listed 44 other organi- 
‘zations with similar objectives. 


They included the States Rights 
Council of Florida and Georgia, 
the Patriots of North Carolina, 
and the Defenders of State Sov- 
ereignty and Individual Liber- 
ties in Virginia. 

The report contained specific 
examples of labor organizing 
campaigns which were claimed 
to have been harassed by the 
Citizens’ Councils. In organized 
plants, it was stated, local union 
leaders ‘have found it increas- 
ingly difficult to process griev- 
ances of Negro members with

Housing Bill Favored.

include a program of erection | 


of 2,000,000 homes a year, an- 
nual construction for the next 
three yeers of 200,000 units of 
low-rent public housing, and a 
non-subsidized low-cost loan 
plan for co-operative non-profit 
rentals and sales of houses. 

The bill also contains an ex- 
panded program of slum clear- 
ance and urban redevelapment 
besides a plan for meeting the 
particular housing requirements 
of elderly persons and aid for 
farm housing.

SCIENTISTS SAY

Is A FAILURE South Seventh 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9 (UP) 
—Top officials of a scientific 
group studying civil defense 
said yesterday the present ef- 
fort is a failure. 

One said Civil Defense Ad- 
ministrator Val Peterson and 
his aids ‘‘seem to have no con- 
ception” of the job they face. 


The statements 
at a House sub-committee hear- 
ing by Dr. Merle A. Tuve, nu- 
clear physicist and chairman of 
a civil defense committee set 
up by the National Academy of 
Sciences, and Williard Bascom, 
the committee's technical di- 
rector. The academy estab- 
lished the committee at Peter- 
son's request to review the civil 
defense program. 

Tuve, who emphasized he 
spoke only for himself, said 80 
per cent of the probable casu- 
alties in an atomic attack can 
be prevented if “reasonable 
preparations” are made. He 
said “‘the present sad state” of 
civil defense needs little com- 
ment.

N April 4, 1949, I stood by Secretary of State Dean 
| Pra as he signed his name, on behalf of the 

United States, to a treaty which was the first 
peacetime military alliance concluded by the United 
States since the adoption of the Constitution. The 
document Acheson signed was the North Atlantic 
Treaty. 

The treaty was one more step in the evolution of 
our foreign policy, along with the United Nations 
Charter, the Greek-Turkish Aid Program, and the 
Marshall Plan. Because of the Marshall Plan, the 
economy of Western Europe began, within a short 
time, to show evidence of recovery. But the problems 
of Europe were not only economic. There was fear of 
aggression and, therefore, 
future.

Bevin, the British Foreign Secretary, had in- 
formed Secretary of State Marshall as early as January 13, 
1948, that England was planning to approach France and the 
so-called Benelux countries (Belgium, Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg) with a proposal for a series of bilateral defense agree- 
ments. 

Bevin in his message had asked what our attitude would 
be toward this new alliance. I authorized Marshall to in- 
form the British Foreign Secretary that we agreed with 
them on the urgent need for

Belgium Proposes Regional Arrangement. 

With this backing from the United States, Bevin ap- 
proached the French and the Benelux countries. It was 
from the three small nations that a counter-proposal came 
for one regional arrangement rather than a series of two- 
party treaties. M. Spaak, the Belgian Foreign Minister, was 
largely responsible for this change, and it was in this form 
that the treaty was made, I think to Spaak goes the credit 
for lining up the Europeans for the treaty. 

But even as the Brussels Pact was signed, it was clear 
that it would take a far more important political act to dis- 
pel the fears and to restore full confidence among the West- 
ern European nations. The State Department had already 
made some extensive studies and drawn up lisis of possible 
courses of action. 

I always kept in mind the lesson of Wilson's failure in 
1920. I meant to have legislative cooperation. Our Euro- 
pean friends apparently remembered the League of Nations 
too; they were most anxious to have not only a Presidential 
declaration of policy but also a Congressional expression 
confirming it. 

Under Secretary of State Lovett and the Republican 
foreign policy spokesman, Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg, 
went to work on a Congressional declaration of policy which 
put the Senate on record as favoring regional arrangements 
“based on continuous and effective self-help and mutual aid.” 

This was Senate Resolution 239 which Senator Vanden- 
berg skillfully steered through the Senate to overwhelming 
approval by that body. On the final roll call, 
1948, only four Senators voted against it. 

Senator Vandenberg was thoroughly familiar with the 
workings of the Senate and knew how to get results. He 
could take ideas conceived by others—many in this case 
came from the State Department—and then include an ele- 
ment or two that would add his legislative trademark with- 
out changing anything basic. From then on he would fight 
for the ideas without letting up. When Vandenberg died, 
nobody in the Republican ranks was able to step into his 
shoes. 


State Department Works Out Details of Support. 

Meanwhile, the State Department was working out the 
details for our support of Western Union, which was the 
name given to the Brussels Pact arrangements. The plan 
was sent to the National Security Council for further study, 
and at the Council meeting on April 22, 1948, Lovett an- 
nounced that the plan was being rewritten in order more 
closely to approach the language used in the Senate resolu- 
tion that he and Vandenberg were then preparing. 

On April 23d Lovett came to see me with a top secret 
telegram from the British Foreign Secretary, Ernest Bevin, 
in which were outlined the possible risks involved in a for- 
mal treaty association by the nations of the North Atlantic 
area. He said that he had discussed these risks in the great- 
est secrecy with Prime Minister Attlee and a few of his 
closest colleagues, and they had agreed that the summoning of 
a conference by the United States Government to discuss 
defense arrangements for the North Atlantic area would be 
the best guarantee of peace at the present moment. 

The principal risk involved, Bevin said, was that the 
Russians might be so provoked by the formation of a de- 
fense organization that they would resort tc rash measures 
and plunge the world into war. In this, our experts agreed 
with the British. On the other hand, if a collective security 
system could be built up effectively, it was more than like- 
ly that the Russians might restudy the situation and become 
more cooperative. 

The British Foreign Secretary also pointed out that an 
Atlantic security system was probably the only way in which 
the French could be brought to agree to a rebuilding of 
Germany. 

Bevin thought that to be effective the security arrange- 
ments must carry real assurance for the nations of free Eu- 
rope. He then expressed the opinion that it would be very 
difficult for the British, or other free nations, to stand up 
to new acts of aggression unless there was a definitely 
worked-out arrangement, which included the United States, 
for collective resistance against aggression. 


on June 11, 


National Security Council Meeting. 


At the meeting of the National Security Council on 
May 20, 1948, Under Secretary Lovett explained that the 
Vandenberg resolution, if passed by the Senate, would put 
us in a stronger position to discuss with the countries of 
Western Europe measures to strengthen our national se- 
curity as well as theirs. He pointed out that there were two 
basic factors in our planning: First, we wanted to get away 
from the one-way arrangements in which we did something 
for foreign countries without receiving anything in return; 
second, we did not want any automatic, unlimited engage- 
ments under our constitutional system. We could not agree 
upon anything amounting to a guarantee. 

Secretary of State Marshall then informed the NSC 
that he had that morning received a message from Bevin 
declaring that evidence was needed that the U. S. was will- 
ing to assume certain obligations, and that Bevin also felt 
that negotiations should be initiated from Washington. 

The military point of view was represented by Secre- 
tary of the Army Royall, who reported that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff felt we should not commit ourselves to any defense 
arrangement until we knew what they were. For that rea- 
aon we should send observers only to the military talks which 
the Western Union nations were planning to hold in London

be sufficiently flexible so that Spain, Germany and Austria 
could later be added. 

Mr. Lovett observed that it was virtually impossible to get 
Congress to approve substantial shipments of military equipment 
to other powers except for an emergency. If Congress believed 
that we were thinking of a revival of lend-lease, he added,

The National Security Council then recommended to me 
that the line of action proposed by the State Department should 
generally be followed, though with proper weight 
the comments of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
that might be made in the Vandenberg 
debate.

At the same time, the National Security Council proposed 
certain recommendations which I approved and which later be- 
came the Mutual Defense Assistance Program. 


Long-Range Program, Not a Stop-Gap. 


The two proposals—Mutual Defense Assistance Program and 
association with the Brussels Pact powers—supplemented each 
other, and yet they were independent of one another. The Con- 
gress had on several occasions authorized the giving of aid in 
the nature of military supplies and technical advice to certain 
nations. MDAP was intended to replace this piecemeal approach 
by a comprehensive program which would permit us to aid in 
the defense of those countries whose strategic location made 
them most important to the security of the United States. 

The program was a long-range proposition and not a stop- 
gap measure. It should not jeopardize the minimum needs of 
our own armed forces, as determined by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. It should be tied in with the European Recovery Program 
in such a way that the total of the two programs would not 
endanger the stability of our domestic economy 

This was the summer of 1948. Berlin was blockaded, and it 
was not yet at all certain that the air lift would succeed. Free 
men in Europe and in Asia, eager to resist aggression, could not 
wait for the future delivery of arms, which might come too late. 
Indeed, the main purpose of this aid proposal was to make sure 
that we did not have another tragic instance of “too little and 
too late’—the kind of thing that had helped Hitler subjugate 
Europe. 

The State Department wasted little time getting the talks 
with the Brussels Pact powers under way. The first session of 
these talks was held on July 6th, with Under Secretary Lovett

Question of Membership. 

The next question was what countries should be associated 
in such a system. It was pointed out that enemy occupation of 
the territories of Norway, Denmark, Iceland, Ireland and Portu- 
gal (with their dependent territories in the Atlantic area, such 
as Greenland and the Azores) would represent a threat to the 
security of Western Europe. The conference took note of the 
fact that all of these nations might not be willing or prepared 
to assume the commitments of such an association. It was sug- 
gested, therefore, that there might be different classes of asso- 
ciation, with varying degrees of obligation. 

It was agreed that there might be countries which, while 
not “Atlantic” in geography, might have such significance to 
Atlantic defense plans that they should be associated with the 
Atlantic nations. The case of Italy was especially in point, and

One year and three months 
after the first attack I was down 
with another. 

Every medical doctor and every 
victim of a coronary thrombosis 
knows that if Mr. Eisenhower runs 
and is re-elected to a second term 
that he will either be President most- 
ly in name only or in all probability, 
sooner or later the doctors will be 
called to his bedside.

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The Misguided Missiles 

The sudden resignation of Trevor Gardner, 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force for Re- 
search and Development, may well bring to a 
head the long period of confusion and jealousy 
that has hindered the Defense Department's 
vital guided missile program. 

Mr. Gardner's position, as outlined by the 
Post-Dispatch military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas 
R. Phillips (Ret.), is that existing Air Force 
funds for necessary research and development 
for Air Force missiles and nuclear projects are 
not sufficient. 

President Eisenhower, taking note of Mr. 
Gardner's resignation, said, “Positive orders 
have been issued several times that the guided 
missile program has priority over any other in the 
Defense Department.” If this is so, then why all 
the confusion? 

It is no secret that all three of the services 
have been competing for priorities in the missile 
field. Even worse, there have been squabbles 
between the services over who is to be respon- 
sible for what missiles. The Army and the Air 
Force, for instance, disputed last fall over the 
Redstone, a 250-mile missile. 

a . ° 

All this is disheartening and the Eisenhower 
Administration must bear the responsibility. 
Defense Secretary Wilson finally was moved 
on Feb. 1 to announce that he would 
appoint a special assistant with authority to 
co-ordinate the guided missile program. It took 
a long time and a lot of criticism for him 
to reach that decision. 

This belated decision to appoint a co-ordinator 
led Senator Jackson of Washington, who is on 
the Armed Services Committee and the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, to say, “I feel we 
are getting some push now behind the program.” 

Early in 1954 the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee ordered Secretary Wilson to explain as 
soon as possible why the missile program was 
so “disorganized.” Secretary Wiison finally sub- 
mitted a tardy report which for some undisclosed 
reason was marked “secret” and pigeonholed. 

This is all the more puzzling since the impor- 
tance of missiles has been stressed again and 
again. President Eisenhower in his budget 
message of last Jan. 16 stated: “Expendi- 
tures for guided missiles will be the highest in 
our history, increasing by more than one-third 
over 1956 and about double the amount spent 
during 1955." A week before that, Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor, Army Chief of Staff, had said 
that it was now a matter of “national necessity” 
that a ballistic missile,of 1500-mile range be 
achieved as soon as possible. Russia, according to 
Senator Symington, has fired such a missile 
already. Yet the nearest approach to this in 
America apparently is the 250-mile missile. 

2 . + 

The confusion and the slow progress are both 
reminiscent of the mess that the missile pro- 
gram was in in October, 1950, when K. T. Keller, 
the Chrysler motor executive, was appointed to 
supervise the program. Given complete author- 
ity, he got things under way. As one military 
commentator said in September, 1953, when Mr. 
Keller resigned: “In 1950 the program, scattered 
among Army, Navy and Air Force desires, was 
confused and halting. It now is fully co-ordi- 
nated and moving briskly.” 

Apparently the missile program of 1956 is in 
just about the relative state that it was in in 1950. 
Apparently it is going to take another K. T. 
Keller to put it back on its feet and get it mov- 
ing again. With the Russians reported well 
ahead of us in the intermediate and intercon- 
tinental missile fields, it is obvious that our 
program needs to be straightened out at once. 

The least that Secretary Wilson can now do 

.{n a belated effort to right matters is to find a 

co-ordinator who can get the missile program 
back on the track. If he cannot—or does not— 
do this in reasonable time, the Senate Armed 
Services Committee and the House Military 
Affairs Committee should step in decisively.

Connie Mack, who lived about 80 years of 
baseball and 13 more besides, was a kind of 
refutation of certain simple maxims. He never 
became exactly an “old timer” in the land of 
bat and ball. He was a “nice guy’ who won 
baseball games, for a good while at least. 

Cornelius McGillicuddy broke into baseball 
and a simpler name in 1884, and piloted the 
Philadelphia Athletics from 1901 until they left 
the banks of the Delaware for the banks of the 
Kaw. But he always had an eve for something 
new, even to the point of predicting that Babe 
tuth’s home run record would not last. The 
plavers, he insisted, always got better. Call him 
an “old timer’’? 

As for Leo Durocher’s idea that “nice guys 
finish last,” Connie Mack won nine pennants 
with the A’s until he ran out of players and 
money, and he was a very nice guy. Even in 
heated salary quarrels, it is said, he ‘never 
erupted with more than a “Shucks!” or “Good- 
ness gracious.” Yet men such as Chief Bender 
and Mickey Cochrane called him Mr. Mack. 

Mr. Mack had his biggest thrill in starting 
Howard Ehmke on the mound in the 1929 
World Series, leaving Bob Grove, Rube Walberg 
and George Earnshaw on the bench. (Ehmke 
won, so did the A’s.) He had his saddest mo- 
ment when he read of the 1919 “Black Sox” 
scandal. In short, Connie Mack loved baseball 
and believed in it. 

Maybe baseball has changed. Maybe aggres- 
siveness comes before respect and nice guys 
don’t win so much. But if that is true, the 
national pastime has lost much in losing Mr. 
Mack. 
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Sheriff Tozer Girds for Battle 


What could turn out to be a decisive battle 
in the long campaign for municipal reform in 
St. Louis will be fought May 8, and the poli- 
ticians are out to win it. That is the day 13 
Freeholders will be elected to draw up a modern 
City Charter. 

News that Sheriff Martin L. Tozer has levied 
a lug of 1 per cent of the monthly salary paid 
to each of his 90 office employes is an unmis- 
takable sign that the professional politicians 
mean business—if even this much evidence of 
their intention is necessary. 

Mr. Tozer is reported to have told his workers 
that the money is to be used to “fight the Mayor 
in May.” The same theme has now been echoed 
in the city’s other patronage offices, in some 
state offices in the city and in the School Board’s 
non-teaching departments. The aim is to raise 
$35,000. The bosses of these political empires 
are enjoying life now and they have no intention 
. permitting Freeholders to disturb things one 

it. 
~ Mayor Tucker has taken steps to assure St. 
Louisans the opportunity of selecting Freeholders 
who will tackle the charter task in the public 
interest. Sheriff Tozer and the Democratic City 
Committee naturally see little profit in that ap- 
proach. But to protect themselves they must elect 


_ Freeholders who will leave the patronage system

alone or even expand it by a few thousand jobs. 
If Sheriff Tozer and those who see eye-to-eye 
with him are successful mm electing a slate of 
Freeholders friendly to them, the hope for char- 
ter reform will fly out the window. As the 
Mayor remarked the other day, if this happens 
the people will have won a battle with the 
Board of Aldermen to vote on Freeholders but 
they will have lost the war. 

Fortunately, the people themselves will make 
the decision. If they understand the stakes they 
are not likely to vote against their interests. 
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An Example for the Others 

Senator Hennings is to be commended whole- 
heartedly on his alertness in expressing the 
interest of the Senate Elections Subcommittee 
in the obvious attempt to use a campaign con- 
tribution of $2500 to influence the vote of Sena- 
tor Case of South Dakota on the natural gas 
exemption bill, now on President Eisenhower's 
desk. The Missouri Senator is to be commended 
also for his desire to widen the inquiry to see 
whether any other Senators were approached by 
oil industry lobbyists in similar fashion. 

As for Senator Hennings’s resignation from 
the chairmanship of the subcommittee, that 
was in order as soon as he filed for re-nomina- 
tion. Since he has not yet filed, and the session 
of Congress is barely more than a month old, 
there has been no impropriety in his serving 
as chairman up to now. The custom is for the 
chairmanship to be held by a Senator who is 
not a candidate for re-election—and this is mere- 
ly to spare a candidate the possible necessity of 
looking into matters involving his own campaign. 

Meantime Senators George of Georgia, Hayden 
of Arizona, Bridges of New Hampshire and Thye 
of Minnesota will do well to become infected 
with some of Senator Hennings’s zeal for getting 
at all the facts. As the special committee, which 
is now assigned to lock the barn door apparently 
after the horse is stolen, they can do little or 
much to bring out all the facts. 

Whether the Senate realizes it or not, it did 
an outrageous thing when it voted the gas grab 
before it got down to the bottom of Senator 
Case's ugly revelation. The rush act staged on 
Monday is cause enough for President Eisen- 
hower to veto the bill and to ask Congress to 
send him a gas bill, if approve one it must, that 
is not clouded with the appearance of attempted 
bribery, as this one is. 

For his part in informing the American people, 
the Post-Dispatch salutes Senator Hennings. 
What he did was unpleasant but it was his duty. 
Had only a few others done half as much, this 
giveaway would@not now be awaiting presidential 
approval. 
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His Own Best Doctor 

President Eisenhower has not set March 1 as 
the target date for an announcement with 
respect to his second term intentions, if any, 
but he has come close to it. At his Wednesday 
press conference he said that by that date he 
ought to have all the information he needs to 
decide what to do. 

Having said that, Mr. Eisenhower went on to 
make a new bearish remark concerning the big 
political question of the day. He said that in 
reaching his decision he would trust more in 
his own feeling than the doctors’ reports. Ex- 
panding on this, he said that while the doctors 
were concerned solely with a patient's health, 
he had to “consider the emotional strains” and 
“the intense concentration required by his of- 
fice.” To support this he said that although 
the clinical reports showed him in “good shape,” 
there were times when he “felt tired.” 

Since the President will undergo an extensive 
examination in a few days, after which he will 
rest at Secretary Humphrey's place in Georgia, 
why not forego second-term questions and urg- 
ings until March 1? Mr. Eisenhower is entitled 
to an opportunity to think through his problem 
free of pressure either way. 
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Mrs. Walsh's Disturbing Testimony 

A portion of the defense testimony in State 
Representative John W. Green's trial was ex- 
tremely disturbing. Mr. Green was fined $1000 
upon conviction of obtaining money under false 
pretenses by representing that he could obtain 
a parole for a Missouri convict. 

We refer in particular to sworn statements by 
State Representative Jennie S. Walsh. Not only 
did Mrs. Walsh admit that she had accepted 
“expense money” when seeking to obtain a pa- 
role for a convict several years ago. She also 
swore that it was common practice for members 
of the Legislature to obtaim expense money for 
performing personal services. 

The acceptance of expenses from a constituent 
{fs improper and dangerous on several grounds. 
For one thing, the. distinction between 
“expense money” and “fix money” may be dif- 
ficult to draw. For another, it implies that the 
State agencies concerned—in this case, the Pa- 
role Board—may be unduly susceptible to out- 
side influence; perhaps even crooked. For 
still another, it may be taking money under 
false pretenses as the jury found Mr. Green 
had done. 

Let us hope that Mrs. Walsh’s generalization 
was merely an extension of her own experience 
and not testimony to a widespread practice. 
State Representative A. Clifford Jones of Clay- 
ton, for one, declares unequivocally that it is 
not usual for members of the Legislature to 
accept expense money for handling matters for 
their constituents. It is simply not necessary. 
As he says, a letter will suffice for any legiti- 
mate request to any state agency for information 
or service, 


If Mrs, Walsh has been accepting expense 
money in recent years—that is, within periods 
not subject to the statute of limitations—the 
Circuit Court grand jury ought to be interested 
in where the money went. 
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Courage on a Campus 

Student and faculty leaders at the University 
of Alabama have shown far more courage and 
responsibility than the university administration 
following the mob action against Miss Autherine 
Lucy. 

The student government legislature has de- 
nounced racial “mob yiolence.” At a_ special 
faculty meeting, an art professor also charged 
that the university had succumbed to mob rule. 
Both students and faculty members demanded 
protection for all students, and a political science 
professor sensibly recommended that the uni- 
versity be closed until the state protected it. 

These students and teachers have set them- 
selves against the violence of the mob, the pro- 
crastination of the university trustees who sus- 
pended Miss Lucy from class, and the timid 
retreat of university President O. C. Carmichael. 
The reputation of the University of Alabama has 
found its defenders, but they are not those first 


- entrusted with the task.

The Negro Voter in the South 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Official figures on those registered not available, but study 
shows number was increasing until Supreme Court handed down 
desegregation decision; but new efforts at suppression are 
spotty; in some areas politicians are cultivating Negro support. 


John J. O'Connor, of the Faculty of Georgetown University, 
in The Commonweal 


In the 1920s the Negro vote in the 
South was estimated at 70,000. By 
1940, according to Ralph Bunche, it 
was about 250,000, and by 1947 the 
Negro vote climbed to 645,000. In 1952, 
it was 1,100,000, or about 16 per cent 
of the eligible Negro voters. 


A colleague in North Carolina warned 
me that I would find some difficulty 
in substantiating political trends since 
1952. Up to that time, it appears, Ne- 
groes had been registering and voting 
in inereased numbers. Since the Su- 
preme Court decision on public school 
integration in 1954, howevcr, there are 
Signs indicating a reversal. 

Perhaps the fact that Negroes had 
been beaten up in his community, sole- 
ly because they were Negroes, might 
properly be put down as a sign. But 
I am not sure. 

Consider the situation in Virginia, 
a state with a considerable historical 
stake in freedom’s birth in this coun- 
try. Although a registrar, it should be 
obvious, is essential to registration, 
what intrigues me is that in certain 
poll-tax Virginia counties registrars are 
virtually inaccessible. And when the 
identity and location of the registrar 
can be ascertained, the registrar some- 
times turns out to be a woman, 


Negroes Are Not Pessimistic 


The spectacle of Negroes prowling 
around a white woman’s home for the 
plausible purpose of trying to exercise 
a constitutional right is so abhorrent 
and repugnant to the traditional South- 
ern way of life that no living Negro, to 
my knowledge, has thus far deemed it 
either prudent or practical to challenge 
a cultural lag that is considered by 
white people to be obviously in the 
best interests of both races. 

As a result of tactics like this, I do 
not expect any rampaging upsurge of 
Negro voters in the poll-tax Old Domin- 
ion in 1956. Yet Negroes are by no 
means pessimistic about the future. A 
Richmond friend says, “In response to 
its potential, more and more candi- 
dates are seeking the support of Ne- 
gro voters.” 


In Senator Kefauver’s state, a friend 
visited registration headquarters at my 
request and was informed that no sep- 
arate list of Negro voters is kept in 
Tennessee. At the present time there is 
no poll tax as a requisite for voting. 

However, there are some, three or 
four counties in the western section of 
the state in which Negroes are dis- 
couraged from voting. 

In South Carolina (no poll tax), Ne- 
gro registration was estimated in 1952 
to be 115,000. The current estimation 
is 132,000. Registration certificates are 
issued every 10 years. A certificate 
held today is good until 1958. 


Gov. Byrnes’s Defeat in 1952 


“All are welcome,” my friend writes, 
“and in most counties politicians are 
anxious to have Negroes register and, 
at voting time, candidates seek Negro 
votes. This was especially true when 
Senator Johnston ran for Senator against 
J. Strom Thurmond. Negroes sup- 
ported Johnston and he won. by only 
25,000 votes; it is estimated that 77,000 
Negroes voted. 

This was true again in 1952 when 
Gov. Byrnes tried to carry South Car- 
olina for Eisenhower, and it was the 
Negro votes that retained the state in 
the Democratic party. 

In Georgia (no poll tax), there are 
145,000 registered Negro voters. Last 
September a federal court jury listened 
to 22 plaintiffs who charged their 
names had been kept off the voting 
lists by two members of the Randolph 
County Board of Registrars as part of 
a deliberate attempt to cut down on 
the number of Negro voters. The jury 
found for the Negro plaintiffs. 

In poll-tax Alabama the number of 
registered Negro voters in 1952 was 


50,000. Today the picture there adds 
up roughly to something like this: 

1. In 15 counties Negroes may regis- 
ter to vote without any resistance, 
They are even encouraged to register. 

2. There are approximately 15 coun- 
ties where Negroes do not voie. 

3. The remaining 37 counties will 
register Negroes if they insist and have 
each between 500 and 1500 on the list. 

4. Negroes sued the Board of Regis- 
trars for denying them the ballot in 
1948 in Macon county and in 1954 in 
Bullock county. 

A recent newsletter of the Alabama 
Council on Human Relations states there 
are 40,177 registered Negro voters. 


Mississippi Registrations Down 


From poll-tax Mississippi! comes this 
word: “The question of Negro voting 
is very spotty. The number of Negro 
voters was increasing rather rapidly 
until the decision of the Supreme Court 
and the demanding of integrated 
schools by local N.A.A.C.P. units, and 
the organization of white Citizens’ Coun- 
cils in the state. 

“Perhaps the N.A.A.C.P. {s correct in 
its strategy but the immediate action 
did crystallize the opposition in Missis- 
Sippi. , Registration of Negro voters, I 
believe, is as a consequence now going 
downward. Not many Negroes here in 
Mississippi are independent of white 
people in an economic sense.” 

Roy Wilkins, executive of the N. A. 
A. C. P., is authority for the statement 
that terrorist tactics have reduced the 
number of Negro voters in Mississippi 
from 22,000 in 1952 to about 8000 in 
1955. This is out of a potential Negro 
vote of 497,000. . The immediate am- 
bition of the Citizens’ Councils is to see 
to it that “no Negro who believes in 
equality has a job, gets credit, or is able 
to exist in our communities.” 

Terrorized Negroes in Mississippi 
have three’ generous alternatives: 
knuckle under, flee, or die. It is not 
strange that in such an atmosphere 
Rev. George W. Lee was murdered by 
a shotgun blast on May 7, 1955, in his 
home town of Belzoni. Rev. Lee’s 
“crime” was that he was the first Negro 
to register to vote in his county. He 
had been ordered to remove his name 
from the registration list and had re- 
fused to do so. No arrests have been 
made. The sheriff said the lead pellets 
in Rev. Lee’s jaw and neck “could have 
been fillings from his teeth.” 


In a Terror-Ridden World 


In the Mississippi county where an 
all-white jury acquitted the suspected 
murderers of the Till boy in one hour 
and seven minutes, only voters may 
serve on juries. Not one of the coun- 
ty’s 19,000 Negroes is permitted to vote. 

In Louisiana even white people have 
a difficult time voting in some of the 
rural parishes. A correspondent there 
advised me to seek information about 
Louisiana conditions from N.A.A.C.P. 
headquarters in New York. In this 
terror-ridden world of ours, it has 
become customary, for reasons of 
health, to seek information about Moan- 
chester in Mobile, and to investigate 
conditions in Hoboken by spending a 
weekend in Harlem. 

We can all hope my friend is right. 
But if I were to hazard a concluding 
observation, it would be that the Dem- 
ocrats have a lot to answer for in Dixie, 
particularly in Mississippi and Louisi- 
ana, and that all of us should take out 
a life membership in the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Colored 
People.

THE LAST RODEO, by Ernest Haycox. (Little, 

Brown & Co., 165 pgs., $2.50.) 

The reputation of Ernest Haycox as 
one ef the finest chroniclers of the Old 
West has never been surpassed. He 
wrote of its people, its ways, the land 
itself, with an authority that real litera- 
ture must have to make it genuine. His 
stories are fast moving, exciting, avoid 
the stereotypes, and deal with real 
people who face the kind of problems 
and dangers which actually existed in 
the elemental Old West. Ernest Haycox 
died in 1950, but he left a backlog of 
short stories that are still appearing in 
print. This latest volume lives up to 
the Haycox reputa- 
tion, not only for 
high quality in writ- 
ing, but for variciv 
of subject and 
freshness of ap- 
proach, 

The. title story 
“Tne Last Rodeo,” 
telis the story of 
Jim Cherbourg, re- 
deo star, whose am- 
bition to stay at the 
top crowds out the 
woman of his heart. 
He finally comes up 
against the horse 
he cannot ride and 
sustains injuries that end his career. 
As he. regains consciousness in a hos- 
pital bed he finds the woman who Wait- 
ed too long, still waiting at his side 

In “Old Glory,’ a broken down old 
man stands with the crowd at the un- 
veiling of a marker to a great frontier 
marshal. He is about to reveal his 
identity when he sees the light of hero 
worship in the eyes of a young boy, 
He fades into the background so that 


Ernest Haycox 
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“Fourth Son” reveals the love of a 
mother for her only remaining son, as 
she watches him go up the trail as his 
brothers did before him. In “Dolores, 
Here I Come,” young Danny Dale faces 
a great frontier marshal in a showdown 
fight and learns a lesson. 

These stories and six others in the 
book are all worth reading and all of 
them under the cover of one book add 
up to another outstanding Haveox co]l- 
lection.

Another By-line for Berg 
LEICA MANUAL AND DATA BOOK, edited by 

Willard D. Morgan and Henry M. Lester. (More

426 pgs., $6.) 

Twenty years have elapsed since the 
first edition of the “Leica Manual” 
which from its appearance became a 
Standard reference book on miniature 
photography. This thirteenth edition 
shows an entirely fresh approach and 
arrangement by the editors who now 
stress recent technical advances rather 
than the inspirational part of picture- 
taking. Departing from their usual prac- 
tice of assembling the writings of many 
experts, Morgan and Lester with a pair 
of associates, John §S. Carroll and Doro- 
thy S. Gelatt, have authored most of 
this book themselves. 

The old manual’s 24 chapters are 
pared down to 14 without any loss in 
variety of subjects. These range from 
equipment, materials and techniques to 
special uses of photography, as in the 
medical field. A long appendix of tables 
and formulas gives the new edition its 
claim to the title of “Data Book” and 
clearly separates the casual snapshoot- 
ers from the serious workers. But the 
rest of the book is not so forbidding 

In the chapter entitled “Pictures for 
Publication,” for example, followers of 
the Post-Dispatch “Pictures” magazine 
will be delighted to find a long article 
by Paul Berg describing the photojoure 
nalist’s craft. Here Berg reveals his be- 
hind-the-scenes methods of covering 
such stories as the‘fisenhower campaign 
tour of 1952. For another assignment, 
an essay on Arthur Miller’s play “The 
Crucible,” Berg shot more than 1300 
photos to obtain the 24 finally selected 
for “Pictures.” Yet, this was one of the 
longest picture stories the magazine 
ever printed. 

The “Leica Manual” is skillfully il- 
lustrated from both technical and pic- 
torial standpoints.

Offensive-Defensive Alliance Signed. 


In working out the North Atlantic Treaty we had made a 
truly momentous decision. As I described it to the National 
Security Council, it could be called “an offensive-defensive 


to maintain the peace in the North Atlantic 
without automatic provision for war.” 

The formal signing of the treaty took place in Washington 
on April 4, 1949, and in my remarks on that occasion I said 
that this treaty was indeed an act of neighborliness, and com- 
pared the twelve nations to a group of householders who decide 
that they have so much in common that it would be to their 
mutual advantage to associate themselves more formally. 

The treaty itself, I observed, was simple and straightforward. 
We hoped that it would serve to prevent World War III. Surely, 
if something like it had existed in 1914 and in 1939, the acts of 
aggression that had pushed the world into two disastrous wars 
would not have happened. 

On April 12th J sent the treaty to the Senate with a message 
asking for its ratification. It was, I told the Senators, a long 
step on the road to peace. We would need to work continuously 
in the advancement of peace, by taking those practical and 
necessary steps that events would call for. 

The Senate gave the North Atlantic Treaty as thorough an 
examination as only that great deliberative body can give. The 
critics had the fullest opportupity to be heard and every con- 
ceivable objection was discussed and answered. The debate 
ended on July 2lst when 82 Senators voted to ratify the treaty, 
far more than were needed under the constitutional requirement 
for a two-thirds vote for the ratification of treaties. One Senator 
was not voting, thirteen answered “Nay” when their names were 
calicd.

mittee and under that body a Military Committee of top-ranking 
generals and admirals from all twelve nations went to work at 
once. 

The first major task was to reach an agreement on how to 
work out the defense of the NATO area. Up to this time each 
country had its own defense plans, but now it became necessary 
This did not involve specific national 
defense positions, but instead, the over-all strategie approach. 
This plan was worked out without delay, and the NATO Council 
gave its approval on January 6, 1950. 

Secretary Acheson brought the plan to me and I] examined 
it at length, with the assistance of my diplomatic, military and 
economic advisers. I thought it was a good plan and one that 
would serve the interest of the United States well. On January 
27, 1950, I formally approved this proposal for the strategy that 
would control a major part of our defenses and occupy a major 
share of our defense efforts

Use of cycloserine, a new 
drug. in the treatment of tu- 
berculosis has proved less ef- 
fective than successful combina- 
tions of other drugs in common 
use, it was reported yesterday 
by the executive committee of | 
the Veterans Administration- 
Army-Navy Co-operative Study 
0! the Chemotherapy of 
Tuberculosis. 

Dr. Ross McLean, a member | 
of the committee which has con- 
cucted a year-long investigation | 
into the drug's possibilities, said 
results so far have been disap- 
pointing when compared with 
results from use of combina- 
tions of drugs such as isoniazid 
and paramionosalicylic acid. 

“Of 230 patients treated in 
this study,” Dr. McLean said, 
“cycloserine was used alone and 
as used in those patients was 
Jess effective and caused more 
undersirable side reactions, such 
as toxicity. 

“For this reason the VA- 
Army-Navy study group does 
not intend to replace present 
effective drug fombinations 
with cycloserine in treatment 
of new tuberculosis cases.” 

The report was. presented 
vesterday at the third day of 
the fifteenth Veterans Adminis- 
tration-Army-Navy Conference 
on the Chemotherapy of Tu- 
berculosis held at the “St. Louis 
Medical Society auditorium. 

The report of the VA study 
group was concurred in by 
representatives of the United 
States Public Health Service 
who conducted a similar study 
and came to simular conclusions. 

A somewhat more favorable 
report was given by Dr. I. G. 
Epstein of the Department of 
Medicine of New York Medical 
College and the tuberculosis di- 
sision of Metropolitan Hospital 


in New York. 
Dr. Epstein and two other 
doctors conducted a study the 


results of which he said showed 
the drug verv useful in cases 
where bactcriological resistance 
had been built up within the 
body to antibiotics in common 


use. He said his group also 
found cycloserine useful in 
treatment of new and  ~»non- 


advanced cases. 

Dr. Enstein said the discovery 
and subsequent use of cyclo- 
serine was a “step toward cur- 
ing tuberculosis,” but also ex- 
pressed caution in use of the 
drug because of its toxicity. 

Dr. Henry Welch. director of 
the division of antibiotics of the 
United States Food and Drug 
Administration, pointed out the 
drug would not be available for 
general use until all studies are 
completed and their results cor- 
related.

Curry se as Made 
in This Country, Con- 
tains About 16 Dif- 
ferent Ground Spices. 


HAT is curry? In India it 
may be either a combina- 
tion of laboriously ground 
spices, or a savory dish flavored 
by this blend. The Indian home- 
maker will use anywhere from 
eight to 40 different spices, mix- 


‘ing them with coconut milk into 


a paste on a “curry stone.” 

It is simpler for us, thanks to 
a manufactured spice blend we 
call curry powder. As it is 
made in this country, it usually 
contains about 16. different 
ground spices. 

Here are simplified variations 
of typical Indian curry recipes.

' PERIL TO FORESTS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9—Sen- 
ator Richard E. Neuberger 
(Dem.), Oregon, told the senate 
yesterday that the national for- 
ests will be in “dire peril’ if 
procedures followed in the Al 
Sarena case are permitted to 
become standard practice in the 
Interior Department. 

He said circumstances in the 
case warrant “a new admin- 
istration” in the department. 
The Al Sarena Mining Co, of 
Mobile, Ala., was granted 15 
mining patents on public lands 
in the Rogue River National 
Forest. It has conducted no 
mining operations, but has log- 


ged more than 2 million board 
feet of timber from the land. 

“This is unfair to legitimate 
and bona fide lumber operators 
in my state who must bid in 
strenuous competition for sus- 
tained-yield government tim- 
ber.” he said. “But the Al Sa- 
rena company has obtained its 


timber virtually for nothing, 
under the guise of so-called 
‘mining’ claims.”

I: I may paraphrase a popular expression from the 


field of advertising—“Love That Mud.” After 

months of drouth and weeks of almost unbroken 
cold, Matt and I headed out for the chores, the other 
morning, in a cou- 
ple of inches of snow 
beneath which the 
ground was thawing. 
A steady mist came 
down which soon 
changed to hard rain. 
It didn’t let up all 
day and by the time 
we started the eve- 
ning chores, water 
was running every- 
where and the barn- 
lots were ankle deep 
in mud. We waded 
and splashed and 
squished and got 
soaked in the kind 
of winter weather a 
livestock farmer nor- 
mally dreads; and 
we gloated in it. 

After we'd fed the 
calves at the big 
barn and put out hay for the cows, I ran my eye 
over the herd to see if everybody was on hand. And 
sure enough, one of the registered cows which was 
due to calve in a couple of days was—to use Matt's 
expression—“out of pocket.”

Her calf wasn’t due 
for 10 days but Matt has a conviction that calves 
come in pairs or threes, especially when the weather 
is impossible. Moreover, she looked as though her 
offspring might arrive any minute, so we made her 
snug in another stall well-bedded with dry straw 
and looked in on her every half hour, all day. But 
it wasn’t until after supper when I'd set up the 
typewriter before the fire, that Ginnie went out

; makes the barnyard bright as day, and called out, 
“Old One-O-Four is licking her calf.” So the worst 
day of 1956 was also the best, bringing two fine 
purebréd calves and more moisture than we've seen 
in months. i 
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THERE’S NO DOUBT that our stands of fall 
grain and grass seedings have been damaged by dry 
weather; and we'd been debating whether to risk 
more grass and clover seed on the parched ground.

; to re-establish the burned-out pastures. For like 
farmers since Adam, we are oriented toward the 
future rather than the past and always ready to 
gamble that this time—just for once—the forces of 
nature will be on our side.

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An Oyster Stew Is a Work of Art 


It's Not as Simple as the Man Said, but a Good One Makes the Spirits Soar 


By Hoyt Alden 


PEAKING of oyster stew, 
§ one of man's noblest crea- 

tions,-an editorial writer on 
the Providence Journal had this 
to say recently, and I quote: 

“In the chill of a New Eng- 
land winter, a bowl of Rhode 
Island oyster stew can lift a 
man’s spirits higher than a jolt 
from a hypodermic needle 
loaded with vitamin B-12.” 

There's so much truth in that 
remark it should go down in 
history, like what Charles Dud- 
ley Warner said about the 
weather. 

But the writer goes on later 
to say, “Anyone who can sim- 
mer milk can prepare the 
stew ...”’ which Is a trap a lot 
of people fall into, whep it 
comes to the subject of oyster 
stew. 

Even a simple oyster stew is 
a work of art, and a task not 
to be undertaken lightly. It isn’t 
just a matter of tossing a bunch 
of oysters in some hot milk. 
It’s a matter of getting the pro- 
portions right, and then the 
seasoning as it should be, so 
that the parts are blended into 
a harmonious whole. 

Now, for a simple oyster stew 
place a quart of cleaned oysters, 
with the liquid, in a saucepan. 
Add four tablespoons of butter, 
and let the oysters simmer 
gently in the butter until the 
edges curl and the oysters sort 
of plump up. 

Have ready two and a half 
cups of milk and the same 
amount of cream, combined and 
scalded. When the edges of the 
oysters begin to curl, quickly 
add the milk and cream. Then 
add a teaspoon of salt, a little 
white pepper and a dash of 
paprika. Serve it up now, nice 
and hot, with little pieces of 
toast. 

* * * 

OR an oyster stew with a 
F siair, try this: Start with 

three dozen big oysters: 
Strain off the liquor through a 
cheesecloth, let it stand a while, 
and then strain it again. 

Bring two cups of water to 
a boil in a saucepan, and cook 
therein three branches of cel- 
ery greens, three thin slices of 
onion and four sprigs of pars- 
ley. Let it cook for six or 
seven minutes. 

Then add to this liquid four 
cups of cold milk and the

of small oysters. Stir it all well, 
but don’t cook it any more.

oyster stew, they also make a 


pretty darn good New England 
style oyster soup. 

Clean a quart of nice big 
oysters and save the liquid. 
Take the soft parts out of the 
oysters and chop up the gills 
and tough muscles. Im a sauce- 
pan put two cups of stock, (con- 
somme will do), a cup and a 
half of bread crumbs, a chopped 
onion, a bouquet of parsley, a 
bay leaf, a couple of cloves, a 
blade of mace and a blade of 
thyme tied together; and the 
cut up muscles of the oysters. 

Cook this all over a gentle 
fire for about 25 minutes. Then 
put it through a sieve, rubbing 
it real hard to get as much as 
possible through. Put the 
strained mixture back on the 
fire and bring it to a boll. Then 
cream together two tablespoons 
of butter, one and a half table- 
spoons of flour and two cups of 
scalded milk. 

Add this to the mixture, and 
then stir in a half cup of scalded 
cream. Let it boil for three or 
four minutes, then season it to 
taste with salt and pepper. 
Serve it with Boston brown 
bread cut thin and spfead gen- 
erously with butter.

Rinse a pint of oysters quickly 
in cold water and put them in 
a saucepan. Pour over them 
the oyster liquid, which has 
been carefully strained. Now 
cook two tablespoons of minced 
celery in two tablespoons of 
butter in another saucepan for 
five minutes. Blend in three 
tablespoons of flour, salt and 
pepper to taste, take it off the 
fire and blend in a quart of 
scalded milk, gradually, stir- 
ring until all is smooth. 

Put it over hot water and 
cook and stir for another five 
minutes. Now heat the oysters 
in their liquor only until the 
edges curl. Then chop them 
fine, discarding the tough parts, 
and rub through a fine sieve. 
Add them to the milk mixture, 
alternating with three fourths 
of a cup of scalded heavy 
cream, and stir until well 
heated. Then stir In two table- 
spoons of good sherry, and serve 
with toasted crackers.

Notes on Refinishing 
Wood Trim 


UR topic for today concerns 
() tne refinishing of the wood 

trim in a room. This makes 
a pretty good topic because al- 
most anyone who owns a room 
will find that it contains some 
wood trim and all sorts of in- 
teresting things can happen to 
this trim. 

Take for example trim that 
has been previously stained. 
Maybe you don’t like the color 
of the stain or maybe you just 
prefer to have the wood painted. 
The problem is whether the 
paint can be applied directly 
over the stain. 

Well, that depends. If there 
is a good heavy coat of varnish 
over the stain you can give this 
a light sanding and then apply 
the paint. If the varnish has 
worn off or if no varnish was 
used, better apply several coats 
of shellac over the stain before 
you paint. If you don’t, you 
may find that the stain is the 
type that bleeds through the 
paint and makes a mess of 
everything. 

Maybe you would prefer: to 
have the wood trim left natural 
but in a lighter color. If this is 
your choice you've got a lot of 
work to do because the wood 
will have to be sanded and then 
bleached to get it lighter. 

In a case of this sort it’s 
worth considering removing the 
trim and applying new. The old 


es 


trim is not too difficult to re- 


move. Simply pry it off. The 
nail heads will pull _ right 
through the wood and then you 
can use a hammer or pinch bar 
to pull them out of the frame. 

Removing the trim also pa): 
when the old trim is coated 
with so many coats of paint 
that it cannot be properly re- 
painted without first removing 
the old paint. 

Most lumber yards carry 
wood trim in stock in the more 
popular designs. All you need, 
besides the trim, is a fine 
toothed saw for cutting, a ham- 
“mer and a few finishing nails. 
It costs more to remove and 
replace the trim but it can save 
a lot of time and effort. 


Steam Iron 


It’s best to use only distilled 
water in steam irons. Ordinar, 
undistilled water often contains 
so many minerals or alkalis that 
the steam passages in the tron 
will soon become clogged.

‘ Not books by authors who have autographed them. Not 
bofks that have been received as gifts and which, if dis- 
carded, might be missed by the donors when they look 
over the library. 

* Not books that may not be very good reading but are 
hahdsomely bound and make the shelves attractive. And, 
certainly, no book is to be condemned until every member 
ofthe family has been consulted to avoid danger of dis- 


carding a book that somebody holds dear and would be dis- 


tressed to see go. 

“ Since there are very few books, if any, that do not fall 
info one of these categories, it will be found that the bodks 
qualified for discard are insignificant. The only solution 
of=the problem, therefore, is to build more bookshelves or 
tufn another room into an annex of the library.
